We wish we had space 
to tell you of examples. 

In addition, the district captains should try to 
be big brothers to one or two boys who need to be 
protected from bad environment and bad company. 
Every married man could, with his wife, visit new 
families as they come into the area. The Archbishop 
could also cite a number of cases in this field where 
a great good was accomplished. 


These same persons could visit those who are 
permanently afflicted or ill—as a work of mercy. 


Each could begin to receive Holy Communion 
more than once a month; and arrange for one mem- 


ber of the family to attend Mass on a weekday each 
week. 

They could back the teams of a Catholic high 
school by patronizing their games. All of them could 
keep an eye on newsstands in their district. They 
could even deliver the carton of envelopes for the 
pastor to every wage-earner—married and unmar- 
ried—let us say, during the month of December; 
then each could hand. his Our Sunday Visitor to a 
non-Catholic or friend after reading it. 

Then cannot every one do something for Christ 
and for His Church by better conduct; by winning 
esteem from his children, from his neighbor, through 
better conduct? 

Then from the Holy Name or other men’s so-

National Suicide 
Seen In Japanese 
Birth Control 


Washington —(NC)—Japan, the 
only major country to adopt birth 
control as a national policy, has 
,“embarked on a program that can 
| only lead to national suicide,” the 
| Secretary General of the National 
|Catholic Committee for Japan de- 
clared in an interview here. 


Estimates given through the 
daily press in Japan, said Mary- 
knoll Father Leo H. Tibesar, have 
shown that there have been some 
1,500,000 legalized abortions - in 
Japan in the past year. It is un- 
known how many illegal abortions 
have been performed. 

“The point is,” said Father Tibe- 
sar, “that encouragement of con- 
traception to prevent births and of 
abortion clinics constitutes the 
only official and concerted action 
that the Japanese Government is 
taking to solve the real problem 
of overpopulation. This, in spite 
of the fact, as Archbishop Peter 
T. Doi of Tokyo said, “that Japan 
has not exhausted its means for 
self help to solve its population 
problem.”

Fr. O’Brien Points Out. . 


Excessive Drinking Is Biggest 
Threat To A Happy Marriage 


Indiahapolis—Excessive drinking 
is a far more dangerous threat to | 
a happy marriage than is an inter- 
fering mother-in-law, the Rev. John 
A. O’Brien of the University of No- 
tre Dame declared here. 

“Drinking is the predominant 
factor in 30% of marriage fail- 
ures,” Father O’Brien said, “While 
in-law trouble can be blamed for 
only 7% of the marriages which go 
on the rocks.” 

The nationally-known author and 
marriage counsellor addressed the 
Indianapolis Council of Women 
at the Lincoln Hotel here. 

A recent study of 5,000 marri- 
age failures revealed that infidelity 
ranks second to excessive drinking 
as a disrupting factor, Father 0’- 
Brien said. He listed other factors, 
in the order of their importance, 
as irresponsibility, radical uncon- 
geniality, in-law trouble, sex mal- 
adjustments, mental illness, religi-
